T h e names of E lm er Inm an of this 
city and Leo S trong of Garden Grove 
are carried in today's casualty list, 
th e former as slightly wounded and 
the latter as severely wounded. 
L eo Strong i s 't h e son of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. M. Strong, who were residents 
of Garden Grove at the time he was 
drafted, but who now live in this city 
on Fairlawn avenue. 
According to an 
official telegram received by th e par­ 
ents, Strong was wounded on October 
2. 
T he receipt of the telegram is con­ 
fusing to the paren ts and creates a po­ 
sition that is 
causing 
them 
some 
worry. 
It is believed th at the telegram is in 
e rro r as to the date the wound was 
sustained. T he telegram arrived here 
on December 3, two months and one 
day after the announced date on which 
S trong was wounded. The p arents are 
afraid that he was wounded on Novem­ 
ber 2 instead of O ctober 2. T hey have 
a letter from him dated October 24, in 
which he wrote th a t he was absolutely 
all right.

They have hail no letter since, and 
th is has created a fear th at he may 
have been seriously wounded and have 
passed away. 
He has been pretty reg­ 
u lar in his correspondence and the ab­ 
sence ct a letter of recent date in­ 
creases their anxiety.

Mexico and gradually its 
territory I 
will extend down 
to 
the 
Panama! 
Canal. 
Recently the United States has' con­ 
structed at its own cost, the Panama 
Canal and is resolved to make it and 
keep it thoroughly navigable; there­ 
fore, the Pacific 
Coast 
manifestly 
has a brilliant future before it. 
Moreover the United States reaches 
from the south of Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico on its eastern or Atlantic 
side, so that the United States faces 
In one direction some of the most im­ 
portant parts of Asia and in the other 
looks across the Atlantic to Europe. 
Therefore, the United States looks 
on one side to Asia, on the other to j 
Europe, and it has a waterway entire­ 
ly its own to convey with almost fab­ 
ulous rapidity bv shipping every kind 
of goods from Europe to Asia, and 
from Asia to Europe. 
It is a halfway 
house between Europe and Asia, as 
has just been pointed out. 
It throws its ports open to the dis­ 
contented of every other clime, and 
it gives to such Japanese immigrants 
as it welcomes an early admittance 
to all the special privileges and op­ 
portunities. 
The American 
continent 
produces 
everything that the 
heart 
of 
man 
needs or desires—food, the 
m etals1 
and all the materials 
necessary 
in 
peace or in war, and finally, it has a 
population that is 
growing 
yearly 
with almost fabulous rapidity. 
Then, skirting the Asiatic continent. 
I lies that long series of islands, the 
birthplace of Japan, but which Japan 
lias now outgrown and to which she 
lias added 
a 
considerable 
domain 
both in China and Korea. 
Farther south lies the vast Repub­ 
lic of China, 
having 
a 
population 
which some authorities place as low 
as 250 millions, while others put it as 
high as 430 millions. 
The truth prob­ 
ably lies somewhere between those 
two extremes. 
Japan, quite natural­ 
ly, claims, because of lier neighbor- 
I hood and because she derived her oiv- 
j ilization from that country, the right 
; to watch over and protect the inter- 
lests of China. 
Suppose Japffh 
makes 
good 
her 
claim or purpose she will have con­ 
nection with a country 
which 
will 
give her a population of, at all events, 
J considerably over 300 millions, possi­ 
bly not far short of 500 millions, and 
.everybody who is 
acquainted 
with 
i the extraordinary progress made by 
Japan since she threw open her ports 
to the rest of the world must he con­ 
vinced that a great future lies before 
the Orientai trading.

Justice is invited, after being given 
the cold shoulder elsewhere, to “make 
this thy dwelling place.” 
In theory at least, this inscription 
would be suitable for any building any­ 
where in which one of our courts func­ 
tions. 
We are wont to think and 
speak of “Courts of Justice." 
Of course we know that in the main 
our courts really are courts of justice 
—places and means of securing and 
administering justice. 
But 
we 
all 
know that it is a fact—and not neces­ 
sarily a reflection on any court officer j 
to say so—that far too often justice! 
miscarries in our courts. 
The system 
is sadly faulty. 
Take, for instance, the case of J. A. 
Beek, charged with burglary at New­ 
port Beach. 
It took the jury only five 
minutes to reach 
a verdict 
of not 
guilty, and undoubtedly the verdict was 
an intelligent and a just verdict. Yet 
this innocent man must forever rest 
under the stigma of having been ar- , 
rested and charged with a despicable 
crime. 
Probably, under our system of 
administering the law, the arrest and 
trial of the young man were unavoid­ 
able, but. it does seem that the evi­ 
dence upon which he was acquitted 
could have been secured in a prelimi­ 
nary and private investigation, thus 
avoiding the necessity for arrest and 
trial. 
Then there is the case of the hobo 
who smashed a valuable plate glass at 
C. P. Krvhl & Son’s jewelry store. His 
sentence of six months in jail was ex­ 
actly what he wanted—no punishment 
at all, but a reward. He says he broke 
the window in order to get into jail 
where he would be warm and well ted. 
What a farce! 
And 
what about 
Kryhl & Son? 
Where do they get off? 
That hobo’s sentence 
should 
hive 
been to work on the road (or some 
other public work I at a dollar a day 
and board until he earned enough to 
pay for the broken window , and the 
money 
should have been 
paid 
to 
Kryhl & Son. 
Cities, counties and states are al­ 
ways paying out enormous sums of 
money for public work, and all crim­ 
inals should be made to work for their 
keep and for the reimbursement of 
those whom their crimes have de­ 
spoiled.

G. L. McWilliams Puts In Mill 
That Makes 200 Gal­ 
lons Daily 


Since the war has caused a shortage 
in sugar, more attention is being given 
to the growing of sorghum and the j 
production of sorghum syrup for home J 
consumption. 
Plots of sorghum have 
been planted in several districts, and 
a number of small mills have been set 
up. 
Two miles southwest of Buena Park, 
on the ranch of G. L. McWilliams, j 
there is such a mill that is producing 1 
on a fairly extensive scale. 
This mill 
began operations in early September 
and is still running. 
It has a capacity 
of 200 gallons a day and is operated 
with a thirty horse gas engine. 
The juice runs directly from the 
crusher to a tank which supplies the 
boiling pan as needed. 
The pan is 
twenty-four feet long and is heated by 
crude oil burners. 
The juice passes 
through six compartments and in sixty 
minutes from the tim e it runs from 
the crusher it becomes syrup. 
This, 
when released from the last compart­ 
ment, flows into a receiving tank from 
which it is pumped into the filling 
tanks. 
Thence it goes into cans to be 
sealed and labeled for shipment. 
The plant produces about all the sor­ 
ghum syrup which Orange County con­ 
sumes. 
The shipments are made by 
trucks which deliver to the dealers. 
The product is not on the general 
market this season, since all that can 
be manufactured is taken on orders 
placed the year before by the regular 
customers. 
Bfr. McWilliams raises his own sor­ 
ghum. 
This year he is handling thirty 
acres. 
The cultivation is about the 
same as for corn. 
The planting comes 
in April, May, June and into July. 
This insures a steady output which 
adapts itself to the capacity of the 
mill. 
The sorghum cane wiH grow in any 
soil that will produce corn, and re­ 
quires about the same amount of irri­ 
gation. 
It is stated th at IOO gallons 
of juice will make ten gallons of syrup. 
Mr. McWilliams 
has his 
business 
down to a system. 
The pumice left 
when the juice is extracted is put in a 
pile and allowed to stand until it gets 
in the proper condition, when it goes 
back to the lands as fertilizer.

Crop on 
Twelve Hundred 
Acres Is Now Being 
Harvested 


It is said Orange county leads the 
world in the production of chili and 
Pimento peppers. 
And this statement 
will not be doubted when one visits the 
big ranch of I. M. Von Schriltz and son 
at Schriltz Station, on the Huntington 
Beach P. E. line. 
The Von Schriltz ranch is one of the 
big propositions of the county, and 
just now enjoys Abe distinction of hav­ 
ing the largest Acreage of any ranch in 
the U. S. set to peppers. 
The pepper 
business is about as remunerative as 
anything, when the expense of cultiva­ 
tion is taken into consideration. There 
Js being harvested this year an enor­ 
mous crop of peppers from 1,200 acres 
of rich land on this ranch. 
One thous­ 
and acres was planted to Pimentos, 
and 200 acres to chilis. 
Another pro­ 
duct that deserves special mention is 
50 acres of Refugee beans. 
The Pimento peppers will run about 
seven tons to the acre, and were con­ 
tracted for by a Los Angeles packing 
house, which paid $32 a ton for the 
same. 
The Pimento peppers from l,- 
000 acres, therefore, brought $224,000. 
This is only one of the .many big 
farming propositions of which Orange 
county can boast.
